Tbe Cniveniity of Washington at Se- 
has recently installed on the cam- 
a number of lampposts which 
designed and their construction 
>nally supe^rlaed by Frank E. 
Johnson, Instructor in the university. 
Seventy -eight of these posfs have been 
placed in the most Important parts of 
the campus, comprising about one-fifth 
«f its total area, and more will be 
placed when a state appropriation has 
obtained for this purpose. These 
are a nnivtitsity product through- 
t, jus they were not only designed by 
Instructor, but the entire labor was 
tarnished by students in the engineer- 
tag department during their vacation, 
the castings necessary were de- 
and made at the foundry of the 
engineering department. 'The Portland 
cement used also was a Washington 
production. 

The concrete was hand mixed In pro¬ 
portion of $wo parts cement to five 
parts gravel without the use of any 
•and. The pea gravel was hand screen¬ 
ed through a three to the Inch mesh, 
all passing through this and caught 
another screen of six meshes to t he 
was used. After an average of 
eighteen hours from the completion of 
pouring the molds were removed 
the surface thoroughly wire brush 
After a three days’ set the surface 
then washed with oDe-balf strength 
maria tic acid (commercial) When the 
cement was eaten down sufficiently ft) 
make the gravel staud out prominent¬ 
ly the pole was liberally sprinkled with 
• hose. 

Each snbbase and the necessary wir¬ 
ing for each lamp were completed 
prior to the arrival of th i finished pole 
•t Its permanent location. By refer¬ 
ence to the plan it will be evident that 
the construction enables easy and 
gaick work on the electrical connec¬ 
tions without detracting from the beau¬ 
ty of design. The erecting frame and 
wagon were made at the university 
■hops. The trucks support a weight 
«f sufficient magnitude to require spe¬ 
cial construction.
